ANNUAL  NORSE  TELEGRAPH  CLUB  MEETING  1983

As  many  of  you  know  I  am  an  old  "brass  pounder"  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  word,  with  my  telegraph  career  harking  back  to  1939  when  I 
started  telegraphing  for  Western  Union,  some  12  years  before  my  "ham 
radio"  activities.  1  left  W.U.  in  1944  and  spent  35  years  with  the 
C&NW  RR  as  a  telegrapher.  The  telegraph  is  pretty  much  a  thing  of 
the  past  but  once  year  it:  flourishes  nationwide,  on  the  last 
Saturday  in  April,  honoring  its  famous  inventor  Samuel  F.B.  Morse. 
Thanks  to  Western  Union  and  the  many  telephone  companies  involved, 
all  the  old  telegraphers  in  the  U.  S.  can  get  together  and  once 
again  exchange  greetings  with  one  another. 

This  year  the  Mi  1 waukee-Madi son  Chapter  (MW),  to  which  I  belong,  met 
at  the  Crepaco  Mfg.  plant  at  Lake  Mills,  Wis.  and  for  the  first  time 
in  the  four  years  our  chapter  has  been  in  existence  we  had  a  perfect 
wire.  The  setup  is  rather  complicated  and  does  not  work  like  the 
old  single  wire  break  circuit  we  used  to  use.  It  is  called  a  half- 
duplex  and  when  someone  is  sending  on  the  wire  he  cannot  be  broken, 
much  the  same  as  in  ham  radio.  I  personally  talked  t.o  Sacremento, 
CA,  the  longest  distance  I  have  ever  transmitted  on  a  land  line 
wire.  Most  of  us  in  the  telegraph  business,  other  than  relay 
operators,  worked  mostly  only  distances  of  up  to  about  300  miles  to 
the  nearest  relay  station.

Morse  Telegraph  Club  is  open  to  any  landline  Morse  telegrapher  or 
radio  ham.  The  club  has  a  midwest  net  on  7.040  MHz  which  meets 
twice  daily  at  10:30  A.M.  and  7:00  P.M.  and  is  usually  run  by  Harvey 
Bates,  WA0QEY,  Liberty  MO.  Internat i onal  Morse  is  used  with  no 
formalities  or  message  handling,  just  a  ragchew  bunch.  Dues  for  MTC 
are  $5.00  per  year  and  includes  DOTS  AND  DASHES,  which  is  published 
quarterly  and  contains  many,  many  articles  of  great  interest  about 
telegraph  and  early  days  of  radio.

Fro®  lestlink  Reports: 

I*®  OidiS  Asateurs  were  killed  as  a  result  of  a 
Viitnaiisi  IttlcFon  liTunarieiTyacht.  The  boat  was 
carrying  four  operators  plus  a  crew  of  two  for  a  DX- 
pedition  to  the  isolated  Spratley  Island  chain  in  the 
South  China  Sea.  Killed  during  the  15  minute  attack  on 
the  51  foot  catamaran  “Sidhartha"  on  April  !8th  was 
Diethelm  Mueller,  DJ4EI,  who  was  hit  by  an  artillery 
round  and  fell  overboard  when  the  yacht  caught  fire. 
The  second  victim  was  "Sera”  Band,  D-J3H8,  who  succumbed 
to  exposure  and  dehydration  while  adrift  for  8  days  in 
a  tiny  dingy  with  the  four  resaining  sesbers  of  the 
party. 

The  survivors,  all  listed  as  suffering  fro®  exposure 
and  gunshot  wounds,  are:  Expedition  leader,  Baldur 
Dronica,  DJ6SI;  Herbert  Hi  11  and,  SF6FKj  and  the 
skipper,  Peter  Marx  and  his  wife  Jenny,  The  4  were 
picked  up  by  the  Panamanian-registered  freighter 
"Linden"  and  were  taken  to  Hong  Kong  and  hospitalized. 

According  to  a  Meet  Sersan  Foreign  Ministry  official 
who  talked  with  one  of  the  survivors  by  radiotelephone, 
the  gunners  were  identified  as  Vietnasese  on  the 
Island  of  Amboina  Cay,  Vietnaa  has  a  garrison  on  that 
island,  which  is  part  of  the  hotly  disputed  Spratley 
group,  tnx  W6RCL,  NBC  Network  News,

Two  West  German  Amateurs  died  as  a  result 
of  their  Expedition  being  fired  upon  from 
Vietnamese  positions  on  Ambona  Cay. 

On  10  April,  Diethelm  Mueller,  DJI4EI,  was 
killed  when  a  shore  battery  opened  up. 

The  15-minute  attack  sunk  the  5l-foot 
boat  and  the  five  survivors  escaped  in  a 
small  dinghy.  After  eight  days  without 
food  or  water,  Gero  Band,  DJ3NG,  died  from 
dehydration  and  exposure. 

The  next  day,  Baldur  Drobnica,  DJ6SI5  Nor- 
bert  Willand,  DF6FK,  the  boat*  s  captain 
and  his  wife  were  rescued  by  a  freighter.
